Rights of the Queen’s Supremacy, Unlawful, and 
altogether Null.

Naples, April 12. On Advice that the Germans 
are about to fend 2 Detachment of Troops into this 
Kingdom, our Viceroy bas given Order to all his 
Forces to hold themfelves in a Readynefs to march 
on the firft Notice. Particular Care is taken for the 
Defence of this City, and Troops are appointed to 
poft themfelves in feveral Places of it, in Cafe any 
Attempt fhould be made upon it. The like Precau- 
tion is taken in Sicily ; and every Day Perfons are 
fiez'd here, fome among them being the chief Men 
of the City, and put under Confinement. 

Rome, April 16. The Pope having recover’d 
fed Health, held a Confiftory on Monday laft. The 
next Day the Mufcovite Minifter had Audience of 
him, bat ‘tis not known what he propos’d. Yefter- 
day Morntng Cardinal Grimani had Audience of 


his Holinefs : Some imagine it was to ask Paffage 


through the Ecclefiaftical State for the German 
Troops defign’d to march to the Kingdom of Naples: 
And a Report is alfo {pread, shat Prince Eugene bas 


fent a Letter to the Viceroy of Naples, and de- 


manded of him a Million for Contributions. It has 
en difcover’d that feveral Perfons have endeavour'd 
to revive the Sect of Molinos-; which Difcovery has 
made Work for the Holy Office, and the Pope him- 
elf was prefent at their Congregation held on Thurf- 
day laft. The Abbot de Riviera is rerurn’d from a 
Ourney he made to Milan, Bologna, and Ferrara, 
romake an Agreement with Prince Eugene for the 
tman Troops to retire owt of the Ecclefiaftical 
€rritories ‘which Agreement has been punctually 
executed, Several German Officers are actually 
come bither.from Lombardy, and Cardinal Grimani 
Caufes them to file towards thar Part of the Frontier 


of Naples where lies the Eftate of the Prince of 
Caterta. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 6. 
Vienna, April 15. King Charles III has made a 
Grant of an Eftace Gtuare in the Ferritory. Geiwa 
to the Marquis del Vafto his Ambaffador ir. chis 
Court: Thac Mimifter, feconding the Initances of 
feveral Neapolitan Lords, preffes the Emperour very 
earneftly to fend a Detachment to Naples, ‘0 free 
the well-affected Subjects of the Houfe of Aumtria 
from the Dominion of the Enemy : We canno: learn 
that — is yet taken here about this 
Affair ; tis beliew’d bis Imperial Majefty wiil 
declare his Sentiments upon it, after the Earl of 
Manchelter, who arriv’d here two Days ago, has 
conferr’d with the Minifters of this Court concern- 
ing the military Operations of the approaching Cam- 
paign in ’Tis faid that Minifter has Inftrudi- 
ons from the Queen of England to write a Letcer 
to the Chief Leaders of the aialecontents of Hun- 
gary, to exhort them to Peace. He will proceed 
trom hence on his Embaffy to Venice. 
Prom the Amfterdsm Courant, dated May 3. 
Vienna, April 20. ’Tis computed, that the Allies 
have at ‘his Time 70000 Men, good Troops, in lialy 
and Piemont: And ‘tis propos’d that 40000 of them 
commanded by the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eu- 
ene, will be fufficient to make an Irruption into 
rance ; that 6000 be left in the Milaneze and 
the Mantuan ; and the reft fent to Naples under 
General Taun : If the Defign upon Naples go fos- 
ward, General Kriechbaum will ferve under General 
Taun. Prince Bugene will not come hither as'was 
talk’d, to be prefenc at a great Council of War, bur 
remain in Italy ; whence he has written to fome Po- 
tentates in the grand Alliance, to reprefent to them 
the Feafiblenefs of the Defign upon Naples. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 6. 
Venice, April 22. Our Regency have bonour’d 
with Knighthood the Captain of a Dutch Ship cail’d 
the St. Bernard, and made him a Prefent of a Chain 
of Gold ; in Confideration of his bravely repulfi 
the Admiral of the Corfairs of Tripoli, which a 
tack’d him the 26th of October laft in his Voyage 
hither from Cyprus. Our Merchants have likewife 
ratified him with a Prefent. ’Tis reported ‘Prince 
has made all neceflary Difpofitions for fend- 
ing a great Detachment to the Kingdom of Naples, 
to reduce ic to the Obedience of King Charles III: 
And from Bologna we hear, that about the middle 
of May there are to pafs through that Province go00 
Imperial Foot and 3000 Horfe, under the Command 
of General Taun ; that the Horfe will continue their 
March by Land to the Kingdom of Naples, and 
the Foot embark at Ravenna to land at Fermo: A 
great Train of Artillery is getting ready at Mantua 
for this Expedition. "Tis advis’d from Brefcia, that 
there had been a Skirmith at Montechiaro, between 
fome Venetian Troops and 40 German Soldiers who 
came thither to raife Contributions ; but that 
Prince of Darmftad who commands in the Man- 
than, had made up the Matter, and moft exprefly 
forbidden his Men to make any more Incurfions into 
the Territories of the Venetians: That however 
the Jatter keep upon their Guard ; and that General 
Steynau and the Proveditore Delfino, were taking 
a View of afl the Places on the Frontier, having Or- 
der to fend an Account to our Senate with all Expe- 
dition of the Condition their Fortifications and Mage- 
zinesarein. We have a Rumour here, but hardly 
at all credited, that M. de Sc. Pater is gone to
